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Mrs. Rosenberg Says In- 
“create Would Meet 
Higher Living Costs, 
Aid Enlistments. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 15 (AP)— 
Congress will be asked to ap- 
prove an 8 per cent increase in 
military pay to meet higher living 
costs, the Defense Department 
said yesterday. 


Assistant Defense Secretary 
Anna Rosenberg said that Presi- 
dent Truman “strongly favors the 
increase,” and she explained it 
was — — in part to encour- 
age e mefits by bringing mili- 
tary pay closer to civilian wages. 
The Defense Department esti- 
mated the proposed boost would 
cost rs about $596,000,- 
000 a year if the armed forces 
are maintained at their present 
strength of 3,600,000. 
Department spokesmen said the 
measure has not reached the 
Budgét Bureau for final approval 
before being submitted to Con- 


gress. 
5.7 Pct. Hike Last May. 

Mrs. Rosenberg reported that 
the military pay increase which 
took effect last May boosted mil- 
itary base pay an average of 5.7 
per cent and allowances 14 per 
cent. She added that living costs 
and civilian wage scales had both 
risen since then and that addi- 
tional pay was needed for service- 
men and women, particularly 
those with one or more depend- 
ents. She reported that 84 per 
cent of all officers and 37 per 
cent of enlisted personnel had 
. dependents. 
The increase will also be asked 
for retired service men and 
women, A spokesman pointed out 
that increases in living and food 
allowances, such as those ap- 
proved last year, gave no benefit 
to retired servicemen, although 
any boost in base pay would bene- 
fit those who are no longer on 
active duty. 
The proposed new pay scale 
would give a new recruit a start- 
ing monthly salary of $84.24. A 
recruit now receives $78, The en- 
listed pay scale under the pro- 
posed schedule would provide top 
pay of $330.22 monthly for an 
enlisted man after 30 years’ serv- 
ice. . 
Warrant officers, under the new 
schedule, would receive from 
8236.97 to $522.96, depending 
upon grade and length of service. 

Boost Only in Base Pay. 
Monthly pay for commissioned 
officers would range from $240.08. 
to $1072.38. The schedule pro- 
vides for inereases only in base 
pay and would leave untouched 
the current allowancés which vary 
with rank and in some cases with 
the kind of job a military man 
is assigned to or qualfiied to per- 
form. 
Mrs, Rosenberg said it was 
hoped the pay boost ultimately 
would bring about savings by 
stimulating longer enlistments and 
lowering training costs. A man 
who enlists for four years is equal 
to 2% draftees, she said, consid- 
ering training costs of $2600 per 
man and the fact that a-draftee 
serves Only 24 months, 
The pay increase proposal got 
a cafftious reception from G.O.P. 
fiscal leaders.

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President-elect Eisenhower has expressed him- 
self in favor of state rather than federal initia- 
tive in this field, Sentiment in Washington ap- 
pears to be growing in behalf of the Humphrey- 
Ives bill, which would set up a federal ¢ommis- 
sion but require it to yield jurisdiction in those 
states which have their own fair employment 
programs. In Missouri, as elsewhere, thought 
inevitably turns to the advisability of develop- 
ing a program of its own, locally controlled and 
adapted to local conditions. 

Since 1945, eleven states have enacted fair 
employment practices legislation. In none of 
them has the law, been attended by those dire 
consequences which were predicted in some 
quarters when the idea was new. Business has 
not been harassed. There have been no cata- 
elysmic upheavals in employment patterns. The 
methods used have been those of persuasion and 
conciliation; the pace of progress has been 
gradual rather than violent. 

‘New York’s law was the first, and it has been 
followed as a pattern by most of the states that 
have legislated since. This law defines as an 
unfair labor practice racial or religious discrimi- 
nation in hiring, firing, promotion or union 
membership. It sets up a state board with power

Jess the courts ratify the commission's decision.

New Rule Ae 


RGENTINE clubs, under their 

new agreement with the Soc- 

cer Players’ Union, must sub- 
mit their “reserved” lists before 
Jan. 15. In order to retain control 
of a player's contract in the sea- 
son starting in April, the club 
must raise the player’s salary ac- 
cor to a graded chart. For 
example, a player who received 
1500 pesos per month last season 
must be raised 25 per cent; one 
who was paid under 1500 pesos 
gets a 50 per cent raise. Failure 
of the club to sign at the new 
wage scale is tantamount to giv- 
ing a player his release. 

The system is too new to allow 
of a conclusive judgment of its 
merits, but a big turnover of team 
personnel is predicted by soccer 
writers.

Columbia's Coach Lou Little, who 
attended the rules committee 

gs in an advisory role. 
ut when we thought it over, 
we decided we could have as good 


and this is going to help the col- 
leges with financial problems.” 
Committee Chairman H. O. 
(Fritz) Crisler, Michigan athletic 
director, said the momentous de- 
cision was reached “with the best 
interests of football in mind.” 

“I have never known a single 
topic to be discussed so thor- 
oughly and from so many angles,” 
Crisler said. “We had a free ex- 
change of views from all sections 
of the country—from coaches, 
players, administrators, specta- 
tors, officials and the press. 
“We were gravely concerned 
about those schools that have had 
to abandon football. In the end, 
after three days of serious, un- 
selfish discussion, we decided it 
was necessary in the interest of 
football's future to bring an end 
to the two-platoon system.” 

Crisler called it an historical 
meeting, the most important since 
1906, when the committee made 
drastic rules revisions to cut down 
injuries to players and end a 
threat by Theodore Reosevelt to 
outlaw football in the United 
States. 

The new regulation, which re. 
stores the era of the iron man“ 
football performer, states that 
players removed from a game dur- 
ing the first and third periods 
may not return to action during 
those periods. 

Players pulled out before the 
last four minutes of the second 
and fourth periods may go back 
into the game only in those last 
four-minute periods before the 
half and the end of the game 
Players removed during the 
final four-minute periods of the 
second and fourth quarters can- 
not be used again during those 


periods. 

Lived 11 Years. 
Two-platoon football was legal- 
ized in 1941, with the adoption of 
a rule permitting unlimited sub- 
stitutions any time the clock was 
stopped and single substitutions 
between plays while the clock was 
running. Before then, no player 
removed from a game could be 
sent until the following 
quarter. 

. Yesterday’s action struck like 
thunder in the country’s

Our smoke- 
house is a masterpiece of improvisation which 
nevertheless works to perfection. A large wooden 
box is fitted over the chimney of the outdoor 
fireplace, with the meat hanging inside it. Then 
we build our smoking fire of hickory and corncobs 
well out toward the mouth of the fireplace so that 
little heat but plenty of smoke goes up the chim- 
ney.

HERE afe two schools of 
thought regarding the casse- 
role. Both schools are the re- 


sult of conditioning. There are, 
to name the first, those people - 


who have had some horrible ex- 
periences with the casserole and 
who blanch and tremble when 
they heard the word. They are 
the people who have been the 
unwitting victims of the type of 
hostess who thinks a casserole 
is a catch-all—who believes that 
if you just dump enough. differ- 
ent things in a casserole, and 
season them heavily, you are 
bound to come up with some- 
thing terrific. 

Then, to name the other school, 
there are those who love and 
appreciate the casserole. They 
are the people whose reflexes 
have been conditioned by happy 
experiences with casserole dishes. 
They have been the guests of 
hostesses and male amateur chefs 
who know what the casserole can 
do, when handled with the proper 
skill and respect. And it can do 
a lot of wonderful things. 

Take, for instance, what I con- 
sider one of the best of all cas- 
serole dishes, boeuf a la mode. 
Like this: 


Start with four pounds of beef, 


either round or chuck, and wipe 
it and make several slits on the 
surface, Then blend a teaspoon 
of rosemary and a teaspoon of 
marjoram with a couple of table- 
spoons of chopped parsley and 
work it all into two tablespoons 
of butter. Force some of this into 
the slits and spread the rest 
around on the beef and let it 
sit for an hour. 

Melt a fourth of a cup of drip- 
pings in a covered roaster, Brown 
the meat on all sides. Add three 
cups of consomme, a cup of sliced 
onions, a four-ounce can of mush- 
rooms with the liquid and four 
stalks of cut-up celery. Cover 
and simmer for three and a half 
hours. Add more consomme if 
hecessary. About 20 minutes be- 
fore the meat is done, add six 
small turnips cut in strips, a cup 
and a half of diced carrots, a 
cup and a half of peas. Then 
blend four tablespoons of flour, 
a teaspoon of salt and a fourth 
of a teaspoon of pepper into 
three-fourths of a cup of red wine 
and pour it into the gravy. Stir 
until it’s thick.
